1. The above chart gives the nost important deputies of Marshal Sokolovski and 
their full titles. Sokolovalt's two chief deruties are Col. Gon Malinin 
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(Zamastitel po Lynti Armi4/Deynty Chief of the Army) and Lt.Gen. Dratvin 
(Zamestitel po Linii SVAG/ Deputy Chief of SVAG). Malinin, Dratvin, and 
Marshal Sokolovski together with his Political Adviser, Semeonov, are the 

top four Soviet officials in Germany. It should be noted, however, that 
Sololovski's chain of command does not necessarily go throuch his two chief 
deputies, Col. Gen. Malinin and Lt. Gen. Dratvin. Other personne] sup- 
posedly "under" Mealinin and Dratvin are called "Deputies to Marshal Sokolovaki® 
and are, therefore, directly rosponeible to him. 


Staff control rests with Col. Gan. Chuikov for the Soviet occupational troops 
and with Lt. Gen. Lukyanchenko for the Soviet Military Administration. 


Political propaganda and information is the charge of Lt. Gen. Ponomarev 


for the Soviet occupational troops and of Maj. Gen. Russkikh for the Sovict 
Military Administration. Maj. Gen. Rueskikh's deputy, Maj. Gen. Russov, 
maintains ideological control over SVAG personnel, whereas Maj. Gen. Russkikh's 
other deputy, Col. Tyulpanov, supplies information and propaganda to tha German 
population of the Soviet Zone (this, however, by no means conveys an exhaustive 
picture of Col. Tynipanov's functions; his position can best be described aa 
that of a ranking political officer of SVAG, reportedly deriving part of his 
authority from the Agitprop division of the Central Comnittea of the Russian 
OP and the Politburean).
